exhibitions and with all this
activity—an increasing num-]
ber of young art collectors. No
art-oriented visitor to South-|
ern California can ignore thei,
strange activity known as
“The Monday Night -Art
Walk.” More than 25 art gal-
leries in a quarter-mile|
stretch of La Cienega Boule-|
vard take part in it. ‘

They remain open every
Monday night until 10
o'clock to accomodate the
throngs of visitors (hopefully
buyers) who stroll in and out
of the brightly lighted gal-
leries to inspect and com-
ment on the week’s offerings,
If one is lucky, he can time
it just right enough to attend
one or two champagne open-
ings. The gallery owners al-
ways hope that the cham-|
pagne will tend to loosen the
buyer’s pocketbook.

There have been many
instances when it has been of
far greater interest to just
stand on the streetcorner and
watch the unique display of
roving humanity than to
bruise the eyeballs with some
so-called art displayed in the
galleries. The strangest|
